Nevada papers are trying to hold an in- 
quest over the body of Jim Townsend. 
Jim is not dead, and is in no hurry to 
posa as a corpse. He has been rnn 
through arastras, 
quartz mi'ls, gin- 


mills, cylinder presses and everything 
else, but he always wiggles to the sur. 
face alive and ready for another ran. 
Jim is a remnant of pre-historio man. 
When he made his advent iu this world 
and when he will leave it are both un- 
answerable questions. Ha is the pos- 
sessor of a secret in the art of embalm- 
ing and preserving the human body 
that would break up every graveyard 
association and crematory iu the world. 
There is no puthentic history of Jim 
previous to the discovery of America, 
but he was supposed to be running a 
paper somewhere iu Western New York 
about that time. He is a little reticsnt j 
regarding his life befoie the A, D.'p, but 
will converse freely on all public events 
that have taken place in the last seven 
or eight hundred years. Jim was one 
of the first men to leave the steppes of 
Asia, the cradlo of the human family, 
and is said to be I he inventor of what is 
now knowu as thu American cocktail. 
Since the days of Cortez he has been re- 
siding in Nevada and Eastern Califor- 
nia, having erectod a castle near the 
present site of Lundy eurly in the IGth 
century. About this time, expeciing a 
heavy emigration from Europe, he went 
to the coast and engaged in farming on 
Sherman Islaud. 
A tidal wave came 


along and submerged the island and 
Jim, busted and discouraged, returned 
to Mill Oreek, where he founded the 
Homer Index, the official oiguu of the 
Aztecs, and from which he amassed an 
immense fortune. 
When the Comstock 


•nasrUscoveied, Jim left his mountain re- 
treat and followed the stampede to Vir- 
ginia City. Here he engaged in the 
newspaper 
business, 
became very 


wealthy and ultimately severed hia con- 
nection with the press, took an extend- 
ed tour of Eoropo and Asia, visiting his 
old home oil the steppes of ths latter 
country. 
Many changes had taken 


place during his absence of nine or ten 
thousand years, and with a sorrowful 
heart ho returned to Nevada and is once 
more on his old stamping ground near 
Lundy. 
An army of old-time f deeds 


have tumbled down and given up the 
ghost, but Jim it ntill in good working 
order, and nuy arastra that tackles him 
will get left.
